EXCITEMENT IN 8T. LOUIS. 

For the last thirty hours our city has 
doen in @ great excitement, and a large | 
multitude of persons have been collected 
about the Medical Department of the Bt. 
The number of per- 
sons have varied from 2000 to 5000. A 
thousand rumors, doubiless aggravating 
the trath, (which by the way is bad 
enough) are afloat. but we purpose to de- 
tuil onty what wo have seer. ourselves or 
have been told by credible eye witnesses.

During the course of the day, a large 
number of citize2s were assembled around 
the dissecting rooms alluded to, and at 
about 6 o’clock in the evening, the re- 
porter of this was informed that several 
persons had been confined in the cala- 
boose, for flinging stones into the win- 
dows of the dissecting rooms. Gren! 
excitement prevailed, prodaced by the 
sight of human bodies actuality exposed 
ia a sink at the edgo of a loose p'ank wall; 
more and more per.ons collected; a guard 
with bayonets were drawn up to prevent 
the tearing down of the building; dissen~ 
sions grew up between the men in arms 
and the Citizens assembled, when it was 
by Alexander Kayser, that, in 
order toavoid unlawful outbreaks and 
serious consequences, the assemblage 
withdraw to the State Tobacco Ware~ 
house, pod constitute themselves into a 
proper ineeting, for the purpose of adop- 
ting lawful meats for the investigation of 
the allezed nuisance, and the bringing te 
punishment hy law, of the alleged offend- 
ers, and then dispersing in quiet sad 

Before the assembled multitude howev- 
em would consent to leave the ground, 
they insisted upon the discharge of the 
persons confioed in the calaboose, and 
the withdrawal of the military.

a commitice to investigate the alleged 
nuisance and cal! spos the Judge of the 
Criminal Court to institute proceedings 
against the offeoders; instructing the com- 
mitiee of 12 appointed to take charge of 
the building, to obtain lawful permission 
lo enter, examine, and report to an ad~ 
journed meeting wo be held this morning 
at? o'clock. 


 Afier the meeting. the company re- 
tarned to the groand.and the doors har. 
ing been opened, the crowd entered the 
building. Such a spectacle, says our in- 
formiut, | pever wish to behold again. 
Mangled portions of human bodies were 
hung about on hooks like meat in a butch- 
er’s stall, while several barrels and chests 
contained bodies preparing for Anatom. 
ical illustration. Considerable damage 
was done to the building--and thus things 
remained uotil this morning, when a 
great crowd were sti/] on the ground, but 
not appareotly very evil disposed. A 
fence had been put round the cietern, but 
the budics were still exposec to public 
view, and presented a horrid spectacle. 

| P.S. Great excitement still prevails 
in our city, oa account of the reckless 
exposure ol the disintered bodies procured 
for dissection by the Medical faculty of 
Si. Louis. Ata late hour of last evening 
the dissecting room was entered by the 
mob; the wiadows were brokes and con-

deserve credit for their forbearance. ‘The

Preventation of Smut in Wheat.—Ata 
large ogricultural meeting in Sussex, Eng- 
land, John Eliman, Esq., related the fol- 
lowing account of an experiment in pre- 
venting smut io wheat. He took four 
sacks of smutty wheat, sowed one sack 
of it with brine only, as strong as he al-~ 
ways made it, to bear an egg; he sowed 
another in lime only; he sowed the third 
sack with brine strong enough to bear an 
egg: and then let it lay in lime all night; 
and the fourth he sowed without anything. 
The result was as follows:— W here brine 
only was used, every now and then there 
was a smutty ear, still ool many; where 
the lime only was used, there was much 
about the same quantity of smut; where 
the lime and brine was used, there could 
not be found a single smutty ear; and 
where nothing was used, it was a mass of 
smut. 


France before the Revolution.—'The 
taxes, exclusively affecting agricultural 
labor, amounted to about thirty millions 
of dollars! So excessive was their burden, 
that Sir Arthur Young calculated, 
supposing the produce of an acre wort 
‘3, the ion which went to 
the king, was /1, 18s-,4d.; to the landlord, 
i8s., apd to the farmer. Se. la other 
words, if the produce of the acre was di- 
vided into twelve paris, nearly 7 1-2 went 
to the king, 3 1-2 to the proprietor, and 1 
to the farmer. But this, though deploras 
bly bad. was made still more intolerable 
by the game laws. which fettered the 
most importent operations of agriculture. 
Game, of the most destructive kind to the 
crops, were permitied to go at large.—- 
Large herds of deer, and numbers ol wild 
horses, to be hunted for the amusement of 
the great, ravaged the udclosed fields. 
The damage done to four parishes in 
Monteceau, amounted, from this cause, 
to about $40,000. Numerous edicts ex- 
isted which prohibited the cultivator from 
hoeing and weeding, lest the young pat- 
ridges should be destroyed; taking away 
stubble, lest the birds should be deprived 
of shelter; manuring with night soil, lest 
the flavor of the game should be injured. 
The people were bound to grind their 
coro at the landlord's mills; press their 
grapes at his press, and bake their bread 
at hisoven. ‘The use of hand-mills was 
aut free, and the proprietors had the pow- 
er of selling to the laborers the right or 
privelege of pounding buckwheat or bar- 
ley between two stones.’
